"My, r« glad July's over—it cer- 


tainly has been an unusual month," 
is an expression heard on the streets 
yesterday. 


Wa)l, let's see—the monthly »et- 
erological summary of the weather 
bureau was issued today. 


The wan who «aid July was hotter 


than usual is right. The temperature 
averaged 3.6 degrees daily higher 
than the average for the last 49 
years. But it didn't reach -the highest 
July mark, nor the lowest July mark 
during that period. Old Sol just kept 
np a high batting average all month 


The highest in Jnly was 94, on the 


8th; the lowest 62, on the first. The 
highest temperature ever on record in 
Jnly is 108 and the lowest -32, 


The weather record shows that 


since January 1 the temperature has 
accunmrtted an average dally excess 
over horipal of 1.78 degrees. 


"It didnt rain very much," some 


remarked. Bat it did. It rained 4.77 
inches in July, and this was 2 inches 
more than the average for the month. 
In 1922 it rained 2.77 inches, in 1921, 
248 inches, m 1920, 2.72 inches, in 
1919, 0.76 inches. 


However, the weather bureau shows 


an accumulated deficiency of precipi- 
tation since January 1 of 1.33 inches. 


Sunshine, too, was less than nor- 


mal in July, but at that it wasnt 
very low. The percentage of sunshine 
out of a possible 100 percent was 67, 
which keeps np North Dakota's name 
as the ^Sunshine State."

But there is one advantage which 
the Tuareg hen-pecked husband has 
over the American. He never has to 
wash the dishes. 
“For,” says Mine. Citroen, “there 
arc no dishes to wash. When one is 
hungry he just walks out and pulls 
a hunch of dates from a palm tree 
and has his fill. These dates are the 
only food. 
t 
“The divorce law is easy among 
the Tuaregs. 
All that a man mted 
do when he wants to get rid of his 
wife, is to tell the Caid, his chief, to 
send his wife away and the divorce 
is complete. 
But while that is the 
law of the land, it is not the practice. 
The women have their men too well 
trained to take any chance.” 
While the husbands are timid be­ 
fore their wives, they are as fearless 
as any other men of the desert when 
they leave their homes. For centuries 
these strange riders of the sand with 
veils worn at all times have withstood 
any intrusion. 
In 1890 when the 
Fi'pjch began consolidating their vast 
African possessions, they fought the 
Tuaregs and lost many men in the 
campaign. 
They were only subdued 
>Uheu Marshal Joffre, then eommand- 
ant, took a hand in tho fight. 
But oven in their defeat they kept 
their secrets. 
No photos had ever 
been taken of them, until Mine. Ci­ 
troen aiiii her party, in armored cars, 
penetrated the desert and won tho 
confidence of the woman sheiks.

Dickinson,. N. !>., .Aug. 2.—Given 


its final reading by the county com- 
missioners Monday morning, July 32 
the Stark- countf budgfet was slashed 
ittiOOO when the emergency 
fond 


appropriation was stricken out. Some 
ot this amount was added to other 
funds -but will lower the budget by 
several thousand. 
At the satte time the county board 


fixed the tax levy for the coming 
year at approximately 1187,500 which 
will be "divided as follows! County 
general fond levy, $87,0«>r -road and 
bridges, WTjCpO; spectal road fund 
for work in unorganized townships 
in all three commissioner districts, 
$15,000; sinking fund for $260,000; 
county bond issue, *12£00; interest 
on county bond*, $14,250 seed grain 
bonds, $8,750. The levy is approxi- 
mately the same a* that for the year 
just closed. 
The balance of the fund needed to 


operate the county government for 
tfi« coming- year will be Derived from 
back taxes doe ibe obnnty and seed 
and feed loans which »i"e yet to be 
paid. 
The commissioners estimate 


that about fSOjOQO jrill be collected in 
year and 


approximately $10,000 on seed and 
feed loans. 
In giving the budget its final read 


ing several of the items were changed 
from the original proposals. This was 
due to the fact that the emergency 
fund upon which the county has 
drawn «i the past was stricken out. 
In conse<_uence those funds upon 
which there was the greatest drain 
were increased accordingly.

1 1 .OR neck and neck as diiniaKc fac- 
tois. In the northern and central 
part of the state west of the Valley 
counties, ilrouth has hecn the prin- 
c pal ilainaKe factor, ably seconded hy 
rust, while in the balance of th.' 
state, black stem rust has been the 
most important rcducinK agent. 
Wheat 
iirospccts were 
reported 
pood to excellent in western North 
Dakota until a week ago, but since 
that time black' TUirt has developed 
very rapidly, 
and 
prospects 
there 
have been reduced from 25 to 50 per­ 
cent by this disease, the agents re­ 
port. Crasshoppers are also increas- 
injf in numbers and cau.sínK heavy 
damar^ in some localities. 
Ilarvcsting is general 
in 
nearly 
every district, with about »0 percent 
of the rye crop cut at the present 
time. Due to low market prices, many 
fields of rye and wheat whicli might 
normally pay the bare cost of har­ 
vesting and threshing are now being 
plowed under or cut for hay. Har­ 
vesting of wheat will he finished this 
week in much of the Red river valley 
district and in the southeastern part 
of Ihci state. 
Prospects for feed crops in general 
are oxeellent. The corn crop is out­ 
standing, not a single 
unfavorable 
.report being received, while many 
counties are predicting record-break­ 
ing yields. Oats is in slightly better 
average condition than barley, 
and 
both crops promise a fair yield. Flax 
i.s in good condition and early plant­ 
ed fields are beginning to turn. Pig­ 
eon grass is 
causing considerable 
damage to late fields, however. Rain 
is badly needed, particularly in 
the 
north central part of the state, for 
flax and 
potatoes. 
Indications arc 
that potatoes will make only a fair 
crop, with severe water damage in 
several of the heavy-producing. Red 
river valley counties, and thin stands 
and drouth and bug damage in most 
other localities. 
Labor shortages arc 
reported 
in 
several counties, but apparently the 
situation is not serious nor state­ 
wide. Harvest wages in most locali­ 
ties are $3 per day day. Individual re­ 
ports from the various county exten­ 
sion agents for the period ending last 
Saturday follow: 
CASS—"Harvesting 
of wheat 
is 
general and the crop is poor due to 
the black stem rust and the hot 
weather damage. Rye harvest is fin­ 
ished, and the crop is very thin. Corn 
is in excellent condition, and pota­ 
toes are good, with some fields show­ 
ing thin stands due to the damage 
from water and disease. Early sown 
flax is in excellent condition, and is 
starting to turn. 
Medium and late 
sown flax is weedy, containing con­ 
siderable pigeon grass, and several 
fields have been mowed or plowed.
